The new laws are very strict and 
increase the requirements made of 
an applicant for, a teacher's certi- 
cate. 
Agriculture and a manual of 


the course of study have been-added 
to the branches in which the appli- 
cants must pass satisfactory examin- 
ations to receive third grade certi- 
ficates after January 1, 1902. 


Composition, rhetoric and American 


literature have been, added to the 
ones necesary to a second grade cer- 
tificate and those who desire a first 
grade certificate must pass satisfac- 
tory examinations in English history 
and English literature in addition to 
the studies which have 
previously 


been required. The new law concern- 
ing second and first grade certifi- 
cates goes into effect July i, 1902 


Not only is. a wider

thus required of a teacher but the 
.law requires county superintendents 
to be very strict in granting certi- 
ficates.

D. White, son 'of Andrew D. White, 
United States 
Ambassador 
to Ger- 


many, committed suicide last night in 
the bathroom of his home in James 
street by placing the muzzle of a rifle 
in his mouth and pulling the trigger 
with his foot. Prolonged ill health ami 
a persistent and exhausting nervous 
disease is giver, as the only possible 
explanation of his .act. Mr. White had 
appeared to be in usual health during 
the day and had attended to the man- 
agement of the White estate. He was 
alone in the house with the servants 
during part of the late afternoon, Mrs. 
White and her son being out. She re- 
turned shortly 
after 5 o'clock and 


sought her husband in his library. She 
found that he had been making out his 
usual monthly checks in the transac- 
tion of business and had 
evidently 


broken off abruptly. Mrs. White went 
through the house looking for him and 
reached the bathroom on the second 
floor. She there found her husband 
lying dead on the floor. The bullet had 
passed through his brain and death had 
been instantaneous. Eighteenytarsago, 
on completing his course at Columbia 
Law School, Mr. White had a severe 
attack of typhoid fever from which he 
never recovered. Stomach and intes- 
tinal troubles resulted. Later his ner- 
vous -system became weakened 
and 


within a few years neurasthenia devel- 
oped. Nervous prostration is said to 
have followed the hot wave, which the 
doctor says brought on melancholia. Mr. 
White was booked to sail on the steam- 
er Dentschland Wednesday on a visit 
to his father and in search of health" 
The cause of death was first announced 
as cerebral hemorrhage, but this was 
denied by Coroner 
Matthews. 
The 


family and near relatives are reticent 
about the shooting and 
only details 


that could be learned were those re- 
sulting from a hasty examination by 
the coroner. Mr. White leaves a widow 
daughter of Postmaster D. K. Bruce 
and one son. He was forty-one years 
of age. 
He was born in Ann Arbor 


and was educated at Cornell University 
and also at the University of Berlin.

and declaring others 
sane, 
-without 


even notifying them of the charges, 
is the question before the grand jury, 
•which has begun its investigation. Im- 
portant evidence was given by John 
Ross of Chicago and by William B. 
Depoy, both recently freed as saue^from 
the asylum to which they had been 
committed without a hearing. Mag- 
istrate Ixxjkhian, who presided at the 
"trial," and the city dispensary phy- 
sician, who gave testimony against the 
two men and who signed the commit- 
ment papers, have been summoned to, 
appear before the jury today. Ross' 
attorney is preparing papers for dam- 
age suits against the men who declared 
him insane. Several of these, includ- 
ing Magistrate Lockman, are well to 
do. In today's proceedings before the 
grand jury it developed that a num- 
ber of sanity inquests were held on 
persons who were declared sane by the 
commission, the person whose mental 
condition was questioned never having 
learned of the fact. The fees were col- 
lected by the commission 
members 


and witnesses, and the attorney gen- 
eral believes a charge of conspiring to 
extort fees from the county can be 
made. John Ross was permitted to 
give testimony which was not admit- 
ted during the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, by which he was freed, present- 
ing more in detail the actions of the 
•witnesses and commission which sent 
him to the asylum. Ross stated posi- 
tively that Mrs. Elizabeth Cronnon, 
city dispensary matron, who filed the 
affidavit alleging his insanity, was not 
present when the dispensary doctors 
were questioning him. He said 
she 


passed 'through the room a few times, 
but did not stop to listen to the con- 
versation. He also identified Magis- 
trate W. S. Lockman as the person 
who called at the dispensary while he 
was there, looked at a prescription 
blanK, and departed. The law says the 
magistrate who sits on a sanity com- 
mission shall examine1 thoroughly the 
person under consideration. Lockman 
presided over the commission 
which 


committed Ross. .";
